Hi John & Gang, 


I used the very same set-up for many years except I found the vfo was not 
stable enough to suit me on 20 meters. I used to hang out on 3925 and 
bought a crystal for that frequency. I ordered the xtal frequency slightly 
higher and would you believe, to load it down to exact net frequency I 
applied a coating of Merichrome on one side of the xtal. I hit the net 
frequency on the nose. I used that xtal for many years and on round- 
tales, everyone tuned to me so we would stay put! 

By-the-way, I realigned my 20A every 6 months.If you are using a 
Hammarlund HQ-129-X, you can use the "S" meter and a source 

of signal input - I used my old frequency meter, a BC-221. 

Those phasing rigs will get out of alignment over time so periodic 
realignment is necessary for best results.

Looking at some Xicon thick film resistors at Mouser, 
the 1206 size is rated at 1/8 watt, 200 V, 
0805's at 1/10 W, 150 V, and 0603's at 1/16W, 50V 


So 10 0805's in series (mounted on the PCB to provide a 
little heat sinking) would be 1500V, more than enough 

for most purposes, and the power rating would be 1 watt 
total. Each resistor, of course, would be 1/10 of the total 
resistance desired. 


I've still got 100's of resistors left I bought about 30 years 
ago. The plating on the leads is badly oxidized and the leads 
have to be scraped before being soldered to. Sitting there 
scraping old resistor leads takes all the fun out of building. 
For long term component storage, an oxygen free environment 
might be desirable.
